Marine wants out 


On Thursday, November 5, Brother 
Bobby Evans, Lance Corporal USMC, 
became the first black man in the history 
of the Amerikan military to file for 
discharge under Point 6 of the Program 
and Platform of the Black Panther Party. 
A suit of habeus corpus was presented in 
Federal Court in San Francisco. Bobby 
was not allowed to leave base at that 
time. However a statement from him was 
read, the text of which follows: 


Sisters and Brothers in Babylon: 

For 400 years the Black colony in 
Amerika has been the victim of racist 
kidnappings, genocide, and slavery. We 
have suffered in relative silence, but we 
will suffer no longer! The buying, selling, 
beating, and bombing are going to stop, 
now! 


Today we are still subjected to the! 


same subhuman treatment, only the 
methods have moved to overkill level. 
Revolution is the only way to bust the 
pig’s shackels. 

No longer will we remain the peaceful 
domesticated flunkies of Nixon's racist, 
Fascist, military machine, For too long, 
we have attempted to work through the 
oppressor's systems., It is clear that there 
is no justice in Babylon, other than that 
of an armed people. We will use any 
means necessary to win back the dignity 
and freedom which is the birthright of 
every human being on earth. 

Therefore, I am filing for discharge 
from the United States Marine Corps on 
Point 6 of the Program and Platform of 
the Black Panther Party. My continued 
participation as a member of the Pig 
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occupation forces would constitute ап act 
of treason to my race and humanity. It is 
my intention that my action will serve as 
an example to the rest of my brothers 
and sisters who are still being held in 
Military bondage. 

The enemy has been exposed. It is 
now time for us to return to our 
communities and take our stand with our 
true brothers and sisters.

Many years ago there were two mice brothers who lived up on the Pit River. There 
came a time when a dance was to be held at the end of the river where it ran into the 
ocean. The younger brother wished to go and tried to convince his brother to come 
with him. The younger brother's real purpose was to visit an uncle who had stolen 
something from the mice, and to get the stolen things back. After much discussion the 
‘older brother agreed to go. As they started down the river the younger mouse fell in 
and was washed downstream. As hard as the older one tried, with long tree branches, 
he couldn't rescue his brother. Finally he went out to a rock at the very end of the 
river, Alcatraz. He yelled to his brother that this rock was the last chance to be rescued 
before he was lost in the ocean. The younger brother caught on the limb and was 
pulled ashore on to the rock from where he was able to go to his uncle and get back 
what had been stolen. 


Last year this legend came to life when Indians of AII Tribes occupied the island of 
Aelitraz claiming ownership under treaties giving Indians the right to surplus Federal 
lands. The Buffalo rose in the West and moved east. At the rally last Sunday to 
celebrate the first year of the liberation of Alcatraz, Indians came from many other 
weas where they are fighting for land. Now they are fighting in Seattle, Pit River, 
Franks Landing, Davis, Mount Rushmore and other places. The land is used as soon as 
it is taken: Schools at Davis and Alcatraz, and a council house at Pit River.

The legends tell that there will be a time that many tall buildings will be built, and 
they tell us that they will fall. Once before there was a world where boxes showed 
moving pictures, where people spoke long distances through webs, traveled on the 
ground without walking, and flew through the air. But the people who enjoyed these 
wonders grew far away from God and God destroyed that world saving only seeds and 
the Red people in the form of doves. 


There was a poem at the rally read for Yvonne Oakes who fell and was broken on 
the concrete that now covers the earth. 


At noon Monday a band of nine Indians took over the Port of San Francisco. In 
ceremonial dress they planted an eagle feathered spear and did a victory dance on Pier 
20, the site of the proposed U.S. Steel skyscraper. The reclaimation had “become 
necessary because since Sir Francis Drake first invaded these shores in 1579 this 
beautiful virgin Bay has been systematically defiled and at this very moment is in grave 
danger." Then “In order to reverse this cycle of destruction and to preserve the great 
natural beauty of this area," the land was deeded to the people of San Francisco “ав 
long as the grass shall grow and the rivers shall flow to the sea," a phrase which once 
meant forever. 

A trustee was then chosen from among the spectators, Selected was a woman who 
is а member of the Sierra Club. She received the deed to the port, two eagle feathers, 
and an eagle feathered headband to show her role as an Indian trustee on the condition 
that she “preserve this natural beauty and fight for the citizens of this land.” 


Although Bobby filed as an individual, 
his action has received wide support 
among both white and third world 
brothers in his detachment at Alameda 
Naval Air Station, A number of brothers 
signed affadavits, which were used in the 
suit, testifying to incidents of racism on 
base. Because of this, general harrassment 
has stepped up, obviously in an attempt 
to separate the men. The number of 
watches the men are forced to stand has 
been doubled. Individuals lave been put 
up against the wall and interrogated by 
the command. 

Bobby himself has been put under 
greater pressure. After his filing he was 
called before the Admiral in charge of the 
12th Naval District for a two hour “talk.” 
At this time the Admiral told him that he 
had no right to be protesting. He should 
be grateful, because this government had 
“given” him everything he had. 

Last week he was transferred from the 
main body of his unit and sent to a 
Mickey Mouse supply detail two miles 
away, a move intended to isolate him 
from his friends and supporters. 

Bobby gets his first hearing at 9:00 
A.M., Friday, November 20. At this time 
the lawyers will ask for a postponement. 
We will keep people informed as Bobby’s 
case progresses. When the final showdown 
comes Bobby and the rest of his brothers 
behind the fence at NAS Alameda could 
dig your support in the courtroom. Until 
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The city of Berkeley is planning to 
destroy desperately needed housing in 
Ocean View. In order to give away land 
to commercial developers, they are going 
to demolish useable housing. With the 
vacancy rate in Berkeley less than 1%, 
this is criminal. 

The Berkeley Redevelopment Agency 
claims that an industrial park will be built 
for the benefit of the people living in the 
area. The residents of Ocean View know 
that is a lie. Industry does not want to 
locate in Berkeley, but real estate 
developers do.

Why build a school, a cultural center? Why are the dances and legends so important? 
An Indian child is put into a school where their language, their way of dress is cause 
for a beating, where the complex web of their culture with its histories, prophecies, 
customs, institutions, and ecological awareness is reduced to “crafts” for tourist's 
souvenirs. Indian religions are illegal or tightly controlled, with white churches bidding 
for exclusive contract rights to proseletize their dogma and the repressive Mormons, 
Mennonites, and Baptists win the prize. Only dances fit for tourist voyeurism are 
allowed. 

The new schools will be taught not by books or Ph.D.’s but by those who 
remember the legends and dances. Not in schedules and courses but in the old way 
that takes the time that is needed to learn. 


An old word for white people means “the wanderers who have no home". They are 
to be watched carefully and studied, but not followed. 


And in the beginning God created Adam, whose name means “Red”. 


The tension between the cultures surfaced when the “Bay Area Indian Princess” 
was presented. A few people clapped, a few gave sexist whoops, most sat in uptight 
silence. The silence and the whoops were both reactions from whiteculture. The Indian 
Princess is a tradition of some tribes. She was chosen for her service to the tribe 
(community) and as a representative of its values, not for beauty alone nor as a servant 
of sexploitation, 

When the dancing began the whites at the rally stood up and pushed to see, more 
like tourists watching “natives” than as the sincere supporters of a people’s fight for 
their lives and culture. 


As God towed the seeds across the sky to the new Earth in a canoe, the evil coyote 
pleaded to come along promising not to cause any trouble. God agreed and the coyote 
rode in the canoe. Once on the Earth the doves found а home high on a mountain. The 
coyote was placed on another continent. But he crossed the eastern ocean and landed 
near where the doves lived. The coyote was very hungry and though he couldn’t climb 
the mountain he told the doves that he could; and he threatened to kill all the doves if 
they didn’t send down one child for him to eat.

This symbol is despised by the pigs in 
City Hall. On December 8th they are 
going to decide to tear down a third of 
our park and cover it with asphalt to 
make a fourlane freeway down Hearst 
Avenue. The street alterations are in 
preparation for the development of 
ticky-tacky high-rise apartments on the 
land adjacent to Hearst. 

Drop in to see a model of the 
Redevelopment Agency's vision (?) of 
four- and seven-story apartment blocks 
over the whole of People's Park and the 
other BART land which is vacant. They 
are very nice people and would be happy 
to explain to you why it is necessary to 
waste $9,000,000 which Berkeley 
taxpayers (you and те) spent to 
wnderground BART. Berkeley voters 
agreed to spend the $9,000,000 in order 
to preserve the quiet residential character 


Í -of the neighborhood and provide land for 


badly-needed рагкѕрасе, low-rent 
housing, and community facilities such as 
day-care centers and senior citizen 
centers. But, of course, as soon as our 
capitalist "controllers" realized the 
money to be made by intensive 
commercial development, pie-in-the-sky 
ideas such as ecology could go to hell. 
When the trees are cut down and Hearst. 
Avenue has been converted to a second 
University Avenue and apartments are 
built the financiers, contractors, and 
developers are going to profit by close to 
$12,000,000 over the first five years 
(detailed figures from Peoples’ 
Architecture). This $12,000,000 does not 
inelude the huge speculative gains that 
absentee landlords are going to make 
all around the North Station of BART. 
Where will that $12,000,000 profits 


:come from? You guessed — the same 


place that all profit (non-earned income) 
come from. From the taxpayers, from the 
working people, from the rent payers, 
poor people. 

This decision to widen this street has 
no figures to justify it, and demonstrates 
once more that the interests of children, 
street people, low-income families, 
ecologists, the elderly — everyone who 
lives in the Berkeley flatlands — are 
opposed by small numbers of wealthy 
corporations whose only criterion is 
“maximized profits.” Berkeley is a target 
area for developers of high-rise 
apartments since, under Amerikan Pacific 
Rim strategy, commuters to San 
Francisco will sleep in Berkeley (The 
whole Bay area is destined to be a logistic 
center to enable maximum exploitation 
of the resources of Southeast Asia). The 
population of Berkeley is planned to 
become 300,000 over the next ten years 
(113,000 now) and when did we vote 
about THAT decision? Once again, the 
people most directly affected, Berkeley 
residents, have never been consulted 
about their own environment. 

The planned destruction of Peoples’ 
Park Annex and the Hearst neighborhood 
is a particularly blatant example of the 
rapid plasticizing of our beautiful city. 
We have to build a coalition incorporating 
everyone to the left of the liberals which 
will resist this exploitation. We are 
opposed by such large amounts of money 
that we cannot afford the energy wasted 
in factional fights. Let us practice 
tolerance and revolutionary love. Let us 
get high on each other, have a good time.

On July 10, two white Soledad 
inmates were ordered by prison officials 
to kill Thomas Meneweather, a black 
prisoner on O wing. They were told that 
Meneweather, a survivor of the January 
shooting in the Soledad exercise yard, 
was "causing a lot of trougle, filing writs 
and testifying against officer Miller who 
had slain three inmates on Jan. 13, 
1970." Meneweather was the chief 
witness at the Grand Jury investigation, 
and has used his considerable knowledge 
of law to help other O Wing convicts 
prepare briefs. 

The white inmates, Carl Tsouras and 
Michael Huyck, were promised that they 
would be let off for the murder, 
transferred to a minimum security prison, 
and paroled within a year. Prison guards 
told them that Meneweather was on O 
Wing (maximum security) for killing a 
white inmate and that he must not be 
allowed to be discharged alive. They were 
then transferred to a cell near his and

The 
aim of the court action is as much to 
generate publicity to prevent their being 
quietly being ripped off, as it is to get a 
federal investigation. 

Tsouras had for a long time been 
refused medical attention for a serious 
hernia condition. Suddenly permission 
for an operation by prison doctors was 
granted. Given present circumstances, 
Tsouras is afraid а scalpel will 
“accidentally” slip. The suit includes a` 
demand for observers at the surgery. 

These three brothers must not be lift 
to be “dealt with" as the pigs see fit.

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‘The Magic Theatre has opened its 
1970-71 season at the Steppenwolf on 
San Pablo Avenue with “Sheriff Bill,” 
written and directed by John Lion. 

The play, built around the scheme of 
an all-Amerikan Western, is a dada assault 
on the senses. It is the story of an 
obscene, power-crazed lawman, whose 
slogan is “of the people, by the people, 
and up the people.” He kills his liberal 
JFK/Matt Dillon rival and becomes chief 
sheriff of the West. 

Bill threatens EVERYONE, including 
bankers and ranchers. His terrorism is 
indiscriminate and irrational. He is far 
removed from the calculating oppressor 
we meet every day in the real world. It’s 
easy to see through Sheriff Bill. 

His opposition consists of a Black 
sexist biker, an aggressive barrooom 
whore, and a Manson- like cult leader. 
They are also easy targets for the 
audience to despise. 

All the common rituals in Amerikan 
society are presented in grotesque 
caricature. The audience finds itself 
continually assaulted with brutal images 
which eventually grate on one’s nerves. 

Between his 18 inch dildo/saddlehorn 
and his handy corkscrew, Bill is 
well-equipped to fuck over everyone he 
somes in contact with. He throws a 

almost every scene. 

'$ weapons are likewise 
íideous — phallic and psychic “power”, 
"ther than any kind of attempt at 


maybe we could have been friends, but

Some of us live in death, the fetal 
rejection an elemental part of our whole 
existence.

Dispair does cry out in the 
streets, To straight, black normal or even 
possibly a square. Shatters of intense 
flames and the staccatto echo of 
guardsmen's rifles echo only too clearly 
in the channels of our mind. Bean bags no

cooperative *power of the people.” 
Everyone in the play is impotent and 


untrustworthy, except for one mute 
Indian lackey and the Gravedigger. There 
is|no ‘hint of the ‘painful and confused 
struggle to build communities of loving, 
free people who are resisting oppression. 
The implication is that greed and lust are 
all we have to work with. 

In the end, Bill escapes his pursuers 
and leaves for Washington and the 
presidency of the United States. 

Those who opposed him eventually 
draw their guns on each other, leaving 
only the Gravedigger as the victor. His 
parting words, joined by the whole cast, 
mock Amerika’s faith in an electoral 
system which can put a fascist into power 
unopposed. 

The performance is very well put 
together. The acting and direction are 
superb. Some creative and interesting 
things are done with the staging, lighting, 
music and costumes. 

But excellent technique is not able to 
cover up the uneasy feeling that the play 
as a whole leaves us with. 

| It сап be argued that since “Sheriff 
Bill” is a work of art, it does not have to 
mirror accurately the social and political 
situation that it pretends to deal with. 
But part of making a revolution involves 
demanding that the distinction between 
art and politics be dissolved. As 
potentially full human beings, we are 
trying to build a culture which has more 
vision, more love, more sharing than the 


which maime. Grotesques the bodies, and 
who is to blame? 

Worldism and gayism are soon to be 
one ism, if we are all collectively allowed 
to survive. Hand must form together in 
love not hate. Do not heed the vile 
mouthings of pricky dick or the diarrhea 
shit Spiro Who? A poet said it like it is 
and sent this infprmative letter to 
emperor Nixon: 

To the president of the usa, Hail caesar 
Nixus:and the colonel of visigoths, spiral 
suforth agnew. you have singularly and 
collectively turned off and tuned out 
meaningful. logical. and reasonable

amalgam of egomaniacs who are supposed 
to represent our struggle in “Sheriff Bill,” 
We don’t leave behind our conception of 
ourselves and our brothers and sisters 
from Vietnam to Montreal when we go to 
the theatre on Saturday night. 

To say the the Black biker is not 
“necessarily” supposed to represent Black 
revolutionaries, that the outspoken sex 
queen is irrelevant to women’s liberation 
and therefore not a satire of it, and that 
the cult leader doesn’t stand for all 
freaks, just doesn’t let the play off its 
nihilist hook. The playwright has given us 
these people as representative of our 
world. To say the least, they are 
inadequate to convey it as a whole. 

Ultimately, Sheriff Bill is the 
apotheosis of evil. According to John 
Lion, he symbolizes the destructive force 
of the atom bomb; the rest of the 
characters are mutants. Lion is telling us 
to beware of Evil But he shies away from 
focusing upon whom or what that evil is. 

In this respect, Lion is well within the 
tradition of detached artists who cannot 
trust their fellow human beings to rise 
beyond alienation. This is perhaps 
because he sets himself apart in his 
professional role as an “Artist”, and can 
only see others as experiencing the same 
isolation in their indivualized and 
specialized roles. 

“Sheriff Bill” is a good piece of 
theatre for two bucks. But as a social 
commentary, it leaves us with despair.

Andreas Papandreou, son of former 
Greek Premier George Papandreou and a 
leading opponent of the present Greek 
military regime, on Wednesday November'

Ruchell Magee came in walking tall 
and stayed on his feet throughout his 
hearing in the San Quentin Chamber of 
Secret Justice Tuesday morning. Insi: 
ion his right to defend himself, and his 
right to a free and public hearing outside 
the walls of this bastion sadistic 
bureaucracy, Ruchell refused to bow to 
{һе whims of a fascist judge and his 
attendant courtesans. 

“Mr, Magee! Mr. Magee!” he mimicked 
the judge at one point. “You want Mr. 
[Magee to keep quiet because you don't 

t the people to know what's going on 
in this court.”

The main order of business of 
[Tuesday's hearing was the reading of the 
new indictment from the Marin County 
Grand Jury that alledges conspiracy, 
kidnap, and murder on the part of 
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St. louis 


structure on campus. It didn’t take long 
for both the St. Louis County and the 
Federal pigs to come down hard. Seven 
brothers were indicted by the Feds over 
the summer. Three were charged under 
the 1968 Civil Rights Act, which is what 
they tried to get the Chicago Eight and 
some of the Weatherpeople on. ИЗ a 
possible five-year rap. The other four 
were charged with, among other things, 
violating the old WWII anti - sabotage act, 
which has been invoked only twice 
before. They face anywhere between 30 
and 70 years in prison. 

The first of the seven trials is over. 


Ruchel] and Angela Davis. Ruchell is 
already under а pgbvious indictment on 
these same counts, and the judicial 
henchmen could hardly wait to heap shit 
on top of shit in this cesspool of the legal 
system. 

But anxious as Judge Wilson was to get 
on with it, Ruchell. would not allow the 
indictment to be read until he had 
righteously pointed out that there-are 
already writs of mandamus and 
prohibition pending against the original 
indictment and a motion to have Wilson 
withdrawn from the case due to prejudice 
has yet to be heard in the higher courts. 

Wilson refused to acknowledge that 
the motions pending in the higher courts 
should take precedence over any action 
on his branch of the railroad, and 
pointedly ignored the fact that his 
“integrity” has been called into question. 
He proceeded to read the new indictment 
with unconcealed glee. 

In additoion to the three counts that 
link Ruchell and Angela in a web of pig 
fabrication, there was the charge that has 
been constantly in the foul air of the 
fortress - courtroom: “violation of P.C. 
4500,” the section of the California Penal 
Code that makes it a capital offense for a 
prison inmate to “assault” any person 
who is not an inmate. 

The motion for Wilson’s 
disqualification is based on the previous 
indictment, and to continue the 
proceedings with the new indictment is 
nothing less than flagrant disregard for 
even the White Man’s Law. Apparently to 
play by their own rules would be much to 


Howard Mechanic 
violating the Civil Rights Act and 
sentenced to five years. There was no 
evidence, but that didn’t matter. He was 
found guilty because of this movement 
politics and his life-style. Mechanic was 
thus the first person to be convicted by 
this fascist law, which now means an 
open road ahead for Attorney General 
Mitchell, J. Edgar Hoover, and the other 
Justice Dept. pigs. From now on, those 
everywhere in the country who oppose 
the war may be suppressed to protect the 
“civil rights” of imperialist war-makers. 
The Feds have chosen St. Louis as a test 
case, knowing that it provides an ideal 
climate for repression, and so far they ve 
succeeded. 

We havesix more trials coming up 
between now and February, not to 
mention the many local cases, and the 
outlook is depressing and frightening. We 
are isolated in a hostile environment, and 
we're trying desperately to build up 
political and financial support for our 
brothers who are being arbitrarily ripped 
off. Our community is small and we face 
great odd:

We wanted to get this info out to you 
because it is of urgent importance for the 
whole movement. What is happening now 
in St. Louis may signal a new wave of 
repression throughout the country. The 
struggle has just begun!

dismissal of the judge either 
automatically or because of prejudice. 
Ruchelle had chosen to move on grounds 
of prejudice — the legally more complex 
way — and he won the hand.

Through the actions of various 
eco-groups and political rhetoric the 
public has become slightly more aware 
that we are filling up the bay, valleys, 
fields and anything else that can be 
considered empty with tons and tons of 
garbage. In esoteric academic circles 
learned debates go on whether any 
artifact of contemporary man will survive 
so well as garbage. Plastic, glass and metal 
garbage seem destined to maintain the 
memory of korporate Amerika for at 
least half a millenium regardless of what 
forms of destruction we may inflict upon 
life and the planet. 

The corporations which produce the 
containers and packaging garbage have 
responded quickly to the public concern. 
Their reaction has been as stupid as 
everything else they have developed: 
donating litterbags to anyone who 
wanted them and putting do not litter 
signs on their products. How even the 
most artistic “do not litter" sign upon the 
city dump is going to reduce the number 
of tons of empty beer can and plastic 
bread wrappers is totally beyond 
comprehension. Corporate interest in 
recycling has so far been restricted to 
supporting various private recycling 
centers and buying scrap aluminum at its 
current market value. There has not yet 
been any announcement of a massive 
research and development campaign so 
that packaging and containers can be 
more easily recycled. 


In the corporate mentality, the 
garbage problem stems from the 
consumers’ stupidity in buying the 
corporation's product and not knowing 
how to make the container disappear. In 
part that seems to be a reasonable 
position; how anyone can listen to the 
obscene advertising, look at the gaudy 
packaging and still buy the shit is almost 
beyond comprehension. You pick up a 
magic parcel wrapped in psychedelic 
plastic, supported by heavy TV 
advertising that buying this product will 
guarantee that the foxy chick on the 
wrapper will be eternally yours and with 
your tender young heart thumping 
lustfully trot home with your conquest. 
At home you strip the package down, and 
wishes for our success and satisfaction 
but also a certain number of ounces of 
plastic, metal, paper, and occasionally 
food. In our illustrious capitalist system, 
whatever one buys, one owns and has 
extensive property rights to. Thus, when 
we buy these incredibly psychedelic 
garbage boxes they belong to us to have 
and to hold until we can figure out 
something to do with them, Currently, 
most people simply pay someone to hide 
their garbage for them in the city dump 
rather than deal with the problem of 
what to do with the shit they were 
conned into buying by the system. 

Until we can buy products wrapped in 
such a way that we can be as proud of the 
empty containers as we were willing to 
buy them filled; we will remain the

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instead of a beautiful woman panting for 
your bod there sits 13 oz. of plastic, 
processed gluck in plastic and paper 
garbage. When you return to your TV for 
further instructions all you get is: don't 
be naughty and throw your nasty litter 
where someone may see it, and don't 
forget to buy another package to get real 
satisfaction! The only recourse you have 
is to hide the foul evidence and wait for 
your next chance {о get back to the 
Supermarket and pick up another foxy 
dish. 

The industries claim that they are 
simply serving the needs of the people as 
they manipulate them. Its up to you and 
me to manipulate the companies into not 
selling us poisonous foods wrapped in 
plastic garbage which will keep its shape 
longer than you or I can and convincing 
us that we are sexually inadequate if we 
don't surround ourselves with their shit. 
As a first step in that effort we have got 
to start dealing with the products on the 
supermarket shelf as simply merchandise 
and not TV stars. We have got to 
understand that we are not only buying 
the company’s advertising and good 
vietims of the garbage extortion racket. 
We are being conned by the 
manufacturers and blackmailed by the 
garbage men and we all pay both of them 
handsomely for their services. Our only 
choice is to force ourselves and our 
industries to produce containers which 
are as loveable as garbage as they are on 


the supermarket shelf or else remain | 


forever the slaves of our own fears and 
the criminal activities of the system.

AIRWAVES (formerly the KMPX 
Colelctive) consists of brothers and sisters 
who can no longer function within the 
increasingly repressive context of 
commercial radio. Recognizing the need 
of the community for expression, and 
desiring to avoid the exploitative and 
hypocritical behavior of so-called “hip” 
or, “new culture” businessmen, we are 
forming a group based on ability and 
interest in serving community needs, 
| We see those community needs as 
being closely tied to organizations and 
individuals who don’t have a voice in 
these times: the people who are tired of 
the noisy silence now presented as 
radio . . . the people who will grow strong 
as we realize we are not alone. 

We propose to function: 

A. As a communications network,

C. As a school for developing skills in 
broadcast technique and the use of 
equipment, particularly so that 
women and Third World people can 
get the training to break the 
monopoly currently held by white 
males in broadcasting. 

D. As a music agency, to help break the 
racism and commercialization of 
so-called “our culture.” We hope to 
obtain musicians for rallies and 
benefits, as well as directing the 
community's attention to those clubs 
and promoters presenting worthwhile 
music at decent prices. 

E. As an expanding collective, politically 
conscious, and anxious. to 
communicate in the highest possible 
manner the nature of our 
consciousness. 

Radio stations currently on the air are 
— to say the least — stagnant. Externally, 
their entire structure is directed toward 
capital gain — they’ve monopolized and 
limited creativity in relating only to the 
buying faction of the total community. 
Internally, they operate with the same 
sick power-structure hierarchy typical of 
banks, schools, hospitals etc. (with the 
same all.pervasive sexism and racism as 
those institutions).

: m turned into a movie 
theater. The feature was the powerful 
revolutionary film, “Тһе Battle of 
Algiers.” The audience was the jury in the 
Panther 21 Trial. 

But the film wasn't being used for 
political education. It was part of a 
political trial. Prosecutor Joseph Phillips 
hopes the film will help hang heavy 
conspiracy raps on 13 Black Panthers. 

For the last three weeks prosecution 
witnesses — almost all of them police — 
have merely testified to the arrest of most 
of the 13, and what items were allegedly 
found at the time of the arrests. The 
complete result: a few revolvers, a 
shotgun, an M-1, an M-14, a bow and 
arrow, an ornate cane sword, a piece of 
what was termed “fuse cord,” three pipes 
and caps (termed by the prosecution 
“pipe bombs"), some gun powder, some 
amunition (two of the guns were loaded 
with blanks), and some books and leaflets 
on guerrilla tactics and explosives. 

During these three weeks the 
"conspiracy" was never mentioned 
except in the strange phrase "subject to 
connection." This small phrase, repeated 
countless times in the icy voice of Judge 
John Murtagh, means: items, acts and 
statements of one defendant will be 
admitted into evidence against all 
defendants if the jury should decide there 
was a conspiracy, that a defendant was a 
member of it, and that the act, item or 
statement furthered the conspiracy. 
Every gun, every bullet, every copy of the 
Black Panther Paper allegedly found in 
the home of one or another of the 13 has 
been admitted into evidence against all of 

them “subject to connection.” A book, 
or a simple conversation, can become 
“criminal” in this case, if a conspiracy is 
said to exist. 


‘The prosecution had several purposes 
in showing “The Battle of Algiers.” As 
* Phillips described it, the prosecution was 
interested in connecting several scenes in 
the film with the Black Panther Party. 1. 
The scene in which Ali le Pont, the 
Algerian resistance fighter, is ordered to 
kill a policeman to give the FLN proof. 
that he could be trusted. 2. The scene in 
which the pyramid or “сей” structure of 
the FLN is diagrammed. 3. The scene in 
which three Algerian women place bombs 
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in their purses. Phillips has alleged that 
Afeni Shakur ard two other women were 
going to employ similar tactics to bomb 
department stores during Easter, 1968. 

But, surely, Phillips had other reasons 
that were conveniently never mentioned. 
Like the five scenes which show the 
devastation in the aftermath of the 
bombings. In one of the most highly 
inflamatory scenes, a small child eating an 
ice-cream cone is blown to bits. Despite 
the scenes of police torturing prisoners 
and instigating bombings themselves, the 
film's portrait of thepolice and the army is 
а portrait of men with no other choice. 
The liutenant colonel who crushes the 
resistance temporarily is shown as a 
former leader in the anti-Nazi resistance. 

In order to “link” the film with the 
case, Phillips used the testimony of pig 
agent Ralph White. The examination and 
cross-examination of White was 
rigorously limited to the subject of the 
film, The agent alleged that Lumumba 
Shakur told a political education class 
that viewing of the film was mandatory 
for all members of the Party. He further 
alleged that Lumumba later told him that 
the tactics used by the Algerians “were 
the same the Panthers were going to use 
against the pigs.” 

Agent White reported his activities 
daily to headquarters. Two thick folders 
of his reports were produced in Court. In 
his report for that day, White had. 
neglected to put down the word 
"mandatory" nor did he even mention 
the alleged statement on tactics. 

Defense attorneys — most of whom 
had seen and loved the film — argued 
against showing it to the jury. The 
arguments were so strong, and their 
position so obviously justified, that even 


Algiers” 


members of the establishment Press (most 
of whom consider Murtagh “no 
Hoffman”) were genuinely shocked when 
Murtagh allowed the film into evidence, 
One artist from a local T.V. station said, 
in genuine surprise, “Murtagh had his 
mind made up all along.” In contrast, 
defense attorneys held no illusions, 

Gerry Lefcourt spoke eloquently in 
opposing the film: “It is a powerful, 
moving film,” he said, “It is a great film, 
However the purpose, and the 
Prosecution’s intent is to bring into the 
courtroom the blood and gore of the 
Revolution in Algiers without discussing 
this case. There is no claim that anyone 
was injured during the period of the 
conspiracy, if such a conspiracy existed,” 

Sanford Katz, another defense lawyer, 
said that any instruction the Court could 
give to disregard the inflamatory scenes in 
the film would be meaningless, “given the 
very dramatic impact the film must leave 
on anyone who sees it. It is clear that the 
film is highly prejudicial.” 

Afeni Shakur said, speaking in her own 
behalf, “there has been no testimony that 
І was present at any of those meetings 
(alleged by White) or that I ever saw the 
film. The only reason that the Assistant 
District Attorney wants to show it is 
because the women in the film carried 
bombs in their pocket-books. I don’t 
think it has a place in this courtroom.” 

Judge Murtagh ruled that the complete 
film would be shown. He ruled that it 
would be taken in evidence against 
Lumumba Shakur, and against all other 
defendants “subject to connection.” 

Murtagh cleared half of the 
courtroom. The jury sat on one side and 
family and press sat on the other side.

Only a handful of spectators were 
allowed in and Murtagh coldly 
admonished them to in no way show 
reaction to the film. Everyone sat in 
almost total silence throughout the six 
reels of the film. At the end, it was hard 
to tell how it affected the jurors. Most 
remained expressionless. A few were 
visably moved. Several had most likely 
seen it before; this jury is quite 
sophisticated. 

The next day, November 10th, Phillips 
lost no time їп gaining further mileage 
with the film. A few days earlier, several 
pages of notes allegedly written by 
Robert Collier were passed to the jury 
which examined them carefully, (The 
jury has gained a reputation for the care 
it has taken in its examination of 
everything allowed into its hands. ) 
Collier’s Inotes contain a diagram that 
ressembles a pyramid (for whatever that’s 
worth), After the film, Phillips passed the 
notes back to the jury with no 
explanation. He obviously figured that 
he'll let them make the “connection” 
with the “cell theory” themselves. 

After the film, the prosecution began 
its “heart of the case” sequence, the 
testimony of six infiltrators, some of 
whom pretended they were members of 
the Black Panther Party for a period of 
years. All are members of BOSS, the 
police department’s Bureau of Special 
Services. One defense lawyer called BOSS 
“a domestic CIA.” Although nominally 
only a part of the New York Police 
Department, it was apparently a New 


York BOSS agent who was largely 
responsible for indicting the Weathermen 
in Detroit. 

Presently on the stand is Detective 
Gene A. Roberts, a cool, professional 
BOSS agent who has given his answers in 
a calm, emotionless voice — one of those 
who is “just doing his job.” In testimony 
likely to last several days, agent Roberts 
is giving his run-down of meetings and 
conversations allegedly leading to plans to 
bomb subways and department stores in 
April, 1969. 

Although some of his testimony has 
dealt with alleged "recons" о 
department stores and subways, most of 
the inflamatory statements Roberts has 
attributed to one or another of the 
defendants (such as “icing the pigs”) has 
had nothing to do with the actual charges 
in the indictment. The most serious 
“crime” Roberts alleged on Tuesday was 
the cutting of wires on police call boxes, 

As the trial goes into its ninth week, 
perhaps the greatest unknown is the jury, 
They come to sit in their seats through an 
unfair and racist system of jury selection. 
To counter that, defense attorneys spent 
six of those nine weeks questioning them, 
attempting to root out the most 
obviously and outwardly biased. Given 
the limits of the system, they are 
unusually liberal. But whether they will 
have the wish, the will and the strength 
within them to rebel and be the sole 
judges in this case, or whether they will 
feel bound by the system as even the 
sympathetic jurors in the Chicago 8 trial, 
is a question no one can answer. 

Given this question, the defense 
lawyers find themselves in a series of 
contradictions, They have no belief in the 
courts and yet are forced to work within 
them. Their only hope is in a jury that 
cannot be said to be the Panther's peers. 
They have less freedom than Chicago 
because the charges are more serious, and 
Judge Murtagh, unlike Hoffman, is much 
smoother and more controlled. 3

The workshop on Sexual Repression is 
giving its report Sun. night in the front of 
the room — 30 men and women, standing 
together arm in arm, while two sisters 
read what they all had written, It’s so fine 
and together that pretty soon the rest of 
us who are listening know we want to be 
with them, One person starts it: “Hey, 
pass the word, we're all going up there to 
hug and love them as soon as the finish.” 
Some are a little hesitant and 
embarrassed. But at the same time we're 
asking ourselves, "why should we be 
embarrassed to show people we love 
them?" 

She finishes reading. 100 people rush 
to the front and embrace the brothers 
and sisters in the workshop. The love 
everywhere generates revolutionary 
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Most of us at the Tribe decided we 
wanted to go to the Bay Area Regional 
Conference, held to prepare for the 
Revolutionary People's Constitutional 
Convention in Washington, Nov. 26-29. 
We went because we had been feeling 
really cut off from the community, and 
really fucked up off of that. We had some 
sense that we had to break through the 
image that we and others had about 
ourselves working individually, as 
detached observers, just reporting and 
reflecting events, not part of the 
community’s process of making history. 

At the plenary session in Philadelphia, 
many women were very alienated. The 
women’s regional conference (held in SF 
2 weeks ago) started to deal with some of 
the sexist contradictions raised. 
Organizers of the conference felt we 
could go even further sin building our 
collective strength around this if men and 
women met separately on the first day 
and then together on the second. 

It was slow at first. Many of the men 
had never attempted to struggle only with 
men before, to admit their vulnerability 
and fears to each other. Some of the 


women still were expressing the 
individual strength of aggressively 
competing in the  male-dominated 


movement, rather than acting on the 
more honest strength of sister solidarity. 
But most people were committed 
to making real collective progress over the 
weekend; we came back Saturday night 
and began to break through the alienation 
and problems of the afternoon. 

By Sunday our collective energy was 
really starting to grow, and we were able 
to create some beautiful concrete 


programs and proposals. 
"rnm 


A lot of what the collective energy 
came from was dealing 


successfully, for 


the first time, with sexism: a new 
brotherhood and sisterhood developed 
among 500 people that had not existed 
before. Previous to this conference, men 
meeting together had rarely gone beyond 
admitting their chauvinism out of guilt at 
oppressing their sisters. As the sessions 
wore on, men began to push each other 
to change themselves instead of expecting 
women to do it for them. In the past year 
men's consciousness had grown to the 
point where the need for each other 
outweighed the fear of each other. This 
was not only crucial for the men's heads, 
but it was also a real high for the women 
to see the men starting to change. 

The heaviest down of the conference 
was our collective refusal to struggle 
around racism. Men used to say, "I'ma 
chauvinist and can't do anything about it, 
it's up to women to deal with it." This 
weekend we used the same cop-out about 
racism, Although this happened in part 
because few third world people were 
present and mostofusdo not live with 
them diy - to - day, this nevertheless 
constitutes, at best, an act of unconscious 
racism. 


In some cases we became so tense and 
uncomfortable in discussing third world 


struggles that we just stuck a token 
statement in our reports and proceeded 
past the issue itself. When another 
workshop talked abemit people's media 
for Berkeley, it entirely ignored the 40% 
of the city that isn't white. The “Control 
and Use of the Police" Workshop never 
considered the special needs and priorities 
of black people. 

We pursued the same policy of 
"benign neglect" toward international 
struggles. We never expanded the 
understanding that we support them 
because our enemy is the same and their 
struggle is our own. The report from the 
Internationalism Workshop was one of 
the most boring because it did not make 
us reconsider our lives and practice in 
relation to the people of the world: it 
merely restated old assumptions. 

Many white people were very freaked 


out in trying to work in the 
predominantly - black Philadelphia 
Plenary. If we do not overcome the 


weaknesses of the Regional, we will not 
be able to make a People’s Constitution 
in Washington.

Our conception of the Revolutionary 
People's Constitution is a manifesto of all 
oppressed people in the United States. We 
expressed a socialist revolutionary view 
that included all people in its vision of 
the new society. We also expanded our 
notion of the revolutionary youth 
movement to include “Kids Lib.” 

We in the revolutionary community 
have come much closer together in the 
process of building the constitution. We 
hope that it will explain to many others 
what we are fighting for, and be a clear 
statement of the positive program for 
revolution in the United States. 

But much of the importance of the 
struggle to build the constitution has 
been the concrete programs that came 
out of it. When the education workshop 
gave their report, they began, “The 
education workshop met and discovered 
that it was a collective.” This same kind 
of solid, together spirit among people in 
other groups has already led to a number 
of programs — for example, community 
medical clinics and storefronts to train 
the people in medecine, a woman's 


self-defense militia, women’s media 
union, east bay high school peper, and a 
women’s news service as part of a West 
Coast people’s news service. 

Men's consciousness groups have 
formed. And many of the workshops will 
continue to meet, to concretize new 
programs. After the Constitutional 
Convention, another Bay Area Regional 
Conference will be held, with even a 
greater focus on actual programs to serve 
the broadening revolutionary community. 

Not only did the conference create 
new programs, but it has made all of us 
who were doing political work re-evaluate 
our practice, We at the Tribe knew, 
Sunday night, that anything we would 
write about the conference would have to 
be done collectively. 

It hasn't been easy writing this article, 
but our ability to work off of each other 
s more important in creating a people's 
media (and to us) than the easy efficiency 
of writing a "beautiful" individual article. 

We couldn't have created Sunday 
night's high when the reports were 
presented without Saturday's struggles to 
get to know each other. In two days we 
were able to work 
takes us months an 
personal relations, political theory, 
projects and differing loyalties to 
differing groups, We found that we havy 
gone through heavy changes in the past 
year: that ideas like the need for armed 
struggle, a women’s militia, and total 
revolutionary equality between men and 
women are common within the 
movement today. 

For many of us the conference was the 
first real vehicle for revolutionary work 
between electoral politics and armed 
struggle. What will come out of it will 
consciously lay the foundations for the 
growth and survival of the people’s army. 
Now we have to take what we built 
regionally to Washington and apply it 
nationally, internationally and 
intergalactically: An army of lovers can't- 
be losers!

CULTURE AS A REVOLUTIONARY 
FORCE 


THE FOLLOWING 15 
REVOLUTIONARY ART. IT HAS 
COME FROM А PROCESS OF 
COLLECTIVE WORK. LISTEN 
CAREFULLY AND BECOME PART OF 
THIS PROCESS. 

1. The duty of revolutionary art is to 
make revolution. Revolutionary artists 
must be responsible to their society. We 
can't afford people doing their own thing. 
Freedom of expression is a valid issue 
only if the content of that expression is 
our collective struggle to be free. 

At this time that means that art must 

а) make clear what are the enemies 
and who are the people. 

b) portray the contradictions in our 
society 

c) relate as fully as possible to 
immediate problems of people in the 
context of world revolution 

d) never leave the people in despair 
but infuse people with energy and 
inspiration to struggle 

e) provide a concrete direction to 
struggle and portray means that can be 
used in that struggle 
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f) take the offensive 

We are not the reflection of a 
revolutionary process. We аге that 
process. 

2. Neither talents, skills, nor work 
should be private property. 
Revolutionary art belongs to the people. 
The artist and other resources should be 
available to the people to serve their 
needs as the people define them. Then art 
will be freed from the isolation of 
museums and galleries and theatres and 
libraries and concert halls, and will be in 
the streets and lives of all people. 

3. We must understand that art in this 
society comes from a class basis. All art is 
class art. Implicit.in different works of art 
is that there are different class attitudes 
and values. In creating, we should never 
overlook the fact that all the peopleneed 
the revolution. We must replace the ruling 
class art and culture with the people's art 
and culture. 

4. Revolutionary art should build the 
strength of all oppressed people by 
portraying them as an integral force in 
the revolutionary process. We must use 
art as a tool for dissolving the roles of 
racism, sexism, chauvinism, capitalism, 
and imperialism. 

5. The revolutionary process must 


involve collective work, instead of 
individual isolated frustration. 

6. Art should be demystified by 

a) making it the result of collective 
energies 

b) sharing the learning process 

c) breaking. down barriers between the 
audience and the performers 

At the same time, the forms of art as 
we know them today are just one kind of 
creativity. We should all be taught skills 
of self expression and know the 
importance of sharing our feelings and 
perceptions. Then creativity (і.е. 
producing with joy in a non-alienating 
way) becomes possible in whatever field 
we work in. We must create artists, not 
art. 
1. Revolution is a continual ongoing 
process. True revolutionary art springs 
from and is the growth of new 
relationships and a new life in the process 
of making revolutionary change. No 
longer will our personal lives and our 
political lives be separate. Revolutionary 
goals and ideals will become our own 
personal priorities and therefore 
revolutionary expression will also be a 
personal one.

In this society certain roles have been 
maintained. The present roles women and 
men have been socialized into reinforces 
the capitalist system which thrives on 
competition and-alienation from oneself 
and other human beings. Sex roles negate 
half of each person’s potential. In a 
role-free society women’s aggressions, 
strengths, and intellect would be 
actualized, as would men’s sensitivity and 
emotions. In such a society there would 
be an end to men’s alienation from 
emotions and inability to relate to 
children and children’s openness. 

Men should take equal responsibility 
for child care, whether in centers, 
collectives, and extended families. If the 
‘other half’ of men would be developed 
they could relate to children. Women 
must be trained so they can take 
responsibility for their other half — we 
need training in carpentry, plumbing, 
auto mecha: and everything else which 
has been denied women. 

Housework is socially necessary, 
productive labor. Men and women have 
equal responsibility for the maintenance 
of household and care of children. We 
want maternity and paternity leaves with 


pay. 

Children are people and must be loved 
as sisters and brothers, not as inferiors, 
not to bę programmed into sex roles. All 
adults are responsible to all children and 
should relate to them with revolutionary 
love — not domination or possession. 

All people should be free to choose 
living forms, We encourage people to 
relate collectively. We see value in sharing 
work, having many adults for children to 
relate to, many children to relate to, 
more people to relate to. 

We demand an end to all laws 
reinforcing the nuclear family ог 
prohibiting any living arrangements 
among people. 


In a revolutionary society sex cannot 
be a determining factor in jobs. All types 
of work must be divided equally and 
collectively. 

We women must have control over our 
own bodies: as an end to alienation from 
our own bodies, we demand and take 
responsibility for training in self-defense; 
we demand non-competitive, 
non-chauvinistic physical fitness programs 
for all from childhood; birth control, 
abortions and sterilization available on 
demand, but none of these measures shall 
be forced upon any woman. We feel that 
women relate to pregnancy and childbirth 
with more empathy than men, and 
therefore should be medically trained to 
be midwives,give abortions, etc. in free 
clinics controlled by patients. We believe 
in self-determination over one’s own 
body for everyone, including the freedom 
to change sex. We demand total mobility 
for everyone; an end to harassment, rape, 
etc., through self-defense and 
consciousness raising. (The brothers also 
raising the consciousness of other 
brothers.) 

We demand an end to rape, and to the 
need for prostitution: no more sex ава 
commodity!! Sex and compassion are 
part of every human person. Revolution = 
withering away of sex roles!! 

We believe that consciousness change 
must come through economic and 
cultural change. 

We demand that there be no more 
sexploitation in the mass media. We will 
not be used to sell anything, including 
revolution. We demand that no more sex 
roles be promoted by the media: we 
demand anti-role editors, both women 
and men, to insure against role oppression 
in the media. 

We support our brothers' statement. 
completely and recognize and appreciate 
their sensitivity to our oppres-'on.

Sex role differentiation is a foundation 
of male dominated imperialist society. We 
say — Don't imitate Hollywood stars! 
Share all work and joy collectively. 

We were motivated towards 
brotherhood by the Vietnamese, Third 
World People in this country, women's 
liberation, gay liberation and other 
revolutionary movements. 

We support the proposals of our sisters 
in the women's section of this workshop, 
and the report of the Gay Liberation 
workshop. In the past 24 hours we have 
developed, with the impetus of our sisters 
and gay brothers, collective sensitivity 
and love for each others as brothers. With 


this experience of struggle and risk-taking _ 


in mind, we urge the creation of 
anti-sexist men's groups everywhere. 


In attempting to fulfill masculine 
stereotypes, we have become twilight 
people, one-half or less of our total selves. 
We deny society’s definitions of strength 
and weakness attached to masculine and 
feminine labels of personality and roles. 


We affirm our desire for shared 
collective sensitivity, which competetive 
society has defined as weakness, as our 
newfound strength. This is a focal point 
of a new openness and brotherhood, 
sensuality and compassion. We reject all 
hierarchies, by race, class, sex, or age. We 
were oppressed as children by restrictive 
male and female roles and our treatment 
as property by our parents. We propose 
that men and women share equally and 
collectively the raising of children.

We demand equal responsibility for 
men in contraception. We are determined 
not to role program our children, but 
instead to maximize their ability to 
explore all their potentials as individuals, 
We demand an end to isolation and 
segregation in the bathroom. 

We reject brutalized he-man attributes. 
We deny the rigidity of the male 
character. We seek the realization of 
human-ness and reject the clinical 
categories of hetero, homo, bi, and 
asexual. We also reject the attempt to 
elicit mothering emotional support 
through manipulative seduction. We wish 
to relate not on the basis of needs alone, 
which leches the other's energy, but 
through an openness to struggle that 
results in a circle of exchange. 

Recognizing our own feelings of self 
hatred as generated by the unattainability 
of society's oppressive male image, we 
realize that in learning to love ourselves 
we must renounce our sexism towards all 
people, We also reject the limiting of 
genital orientation to sex that was 
imposed on us. With the development of 
love and in mind, we demand a society in 
which the material basis for sex-role 
differences has been abolished, and in 
which we are all responded to as 
individuals able, through collective 
struggle, to seek our self-determination 
without oppression.

One woman read a letter from an 
imprisoned brother who wrote of the shit 
that's coming down there as a result of 
the strike, "During this process of 
peaceful protest, the prison 
administration has attempted to use the 
ancient cancer of racial seperation in the 
effort to soften the impact of unity and 
solicarity. But this age-old game has failed 
to score its usual mark of social diruption 
and seperation. For we the people of 


prison have grown tall in spirit and 
understanding, while our captors have 
remained pygmies and primitive in a 
changing new world.” 

He went on to say that about 90% of 
the prisoners are on strike and that they 
are holding strongly in the face of 
growing repression. Prison officials have 
held back all papers and radios (although 
some prisoners have smuggled them in 
and will listen to the rally on kzap), they 
have been getting 2 peanut butter and 
balogna sandwiches a day, with no drink, 
there is no toilet paper or medical 
attention, and the brothers are kept 
locked up 24 hours a day. At least 15 
men have been thrown in the hole as a 
direct result of their participation in the 
strike, and all disciplinary hearings are 
being witheld.

"Policemen will not be doormats 
anymore," Lt. Bill Humby told a cheering 
crowd in front of San Francisco's City 
Hall Wednesday. 

« А superficial glance at the crowd of 
about 1000 might lead one to believe that 
the San Francisco Police Officers 
Association's “Black Wednesday: Day of 
Mourning" protest cemonstration was a 
huge success. A closer look, however, 
would show just the opposite to be true. 
At least 800 of those present were 
policemen and their wives. Of the 
remaining 200, about 100 were elderly 
dinosaurs and a few hardhats with flags 
on their helmets. The balance of the 
crowd was made up of blacks, freaks and 
newspeople. 

It truly was a black Wednesday for the 
police. The SFPOA had hoped for 
thousands of civilians to come out and 
support them to no avail. It would 
probably be naieve to believe that the 
great majority of San Franciscans are 
anti-police, they aren't. But at the same 
time they are not calling for law and 


Even Joe Alioto, who gave his 
blessings to a union demonstration on 
City Hall steps a few days earlier was 
absent. 

The police were uptight, their morale 
at an historic low, and with good cause. 
In the last year four of their fellow 
officers were executed and “the killers of 
these officers have yet to receive 
punishment for their crimes." Several 
more officers were wounded by bullets 
and bombs, again with no one punished 
or even apprehended. 

The outcome of the Los Siete trial 
devastated them. They had done their 
piggish worst to send the innocent Latino 
brothers to the gas chamber and failed. 
They were innocent, and Paul McGoran, 
one of the most blatant pigs to stalk the 
streets, was guilty of murdering his own 
partner. The public knew this and reacted 
with distaste. 

They would have been smart to let the 
Los Siete decision just slip by, but didn't. 
Instead, they kept them in jail on other 
bullshit charges that the public could 
only interpret as spiteful vengeance. Not 


content with that, the POA's newspaper 
blamed the “utterly ridiculous and tragic 
decision in the ‘Los Siete’ ” trial on the 
“antics of an exhi 
lack of 
“misguided conceptions" of the jury. 

The real tragedy in this is that the 
police honestly believe their own 
rhetoric. They still believe that they are 
‘protecting and serving’ the people. They 
have to believe this or stop being 
policemen. - 

In time we wil see the police 
becoming radicalized by their “enemies”, 
the revolutinaries, and deserting the 
ranks. The police, after all, are among the 
most oppressed people in any society. 

It is the police, underpaid and much 
abused, who must go out into the 
community each day to do the dirty 
work for the Bank of America, 0.5. Steel, 


Standard Oil, ete. They are called upon to 
violently repress the people who 
rightfully struggle for their liberation. 
They can only do this for so long before 
the people start shooting back. 

It is happening now; police are being 
shot, bombed, dealt with by any means 
necessary. This is unfortunate, but 
necessary. More police will have to be 
killed, 

Lt. Humby was right when he said 
“We are caught in the middle.” They are 
surrounded by the people on one side and 
by their puppet - masters on the other, 
The former hate the police, the latter 
have no respect, and, in fact, are repulsed 
by the police. 

The time is here for the policeman to 
make his choice: be a living person, or a 
dead pig. 
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Tuesday saw the Justice Dept. follow 


| the lead of Berkeley City Manager, 


William Hanley, and the Alameda County 


* Grand Jury, in refusing to prosecute the 


three Berkeley pigs who vamped on the 
Rev. Dick York, at Blake and Fulton 
streets, near the old Free Church, last 
July 4. 

US Attorney James Browning, in 
trying to explain the Justice 
Department's unsurprising decision, listed 
four reasons which Dick York has called 
“absolutely ridiculous”. Briefly, the 
government’s rationale went like this — 
the pigs in question were already 
disciplined by the Berkeley Police Dept; 
the lack of specific intent to ‘punish’ 
Dick York; the fact that he suffered only 
minor injuries; and, incredibly enough, 
the existence of a civil suit for $300,000 
against pigs David Johnson, Carl Lipgens, 
and Terrence Bruiniers, and Chief Baker, 
filed by atty. Mal Burnstein on behalf of 
Dick York and his wife Melinda. 

Another reason, perhaps more 
understandable to all of us, was offered 
by Dick York for the. government's 
decision. “Last July, when the Justice 


gs cleared 


Department entered the case, Chief Baker 
screamed that he couldn’t be expected to 
do his job with the Justice Department 
and the FBI interfering in the case. 

“Immediately afterwards, Chief Baker 
flew to Washington to try and get the 
government to stay out of the case. We 
understand that part of the agreement 
that Chief Baker made included the 
provision that not only would the Justice 
Department pull out of this case, but 
would not involve itself in any cases 
against the Berkeley Police Department in 
the future either. 

“As for the Justice Department’s 
reasoning, Dick York pointed out that 
the ‘discipline’ referred to meant two 
written reprimands for Johnson and 


Bruinie and a three day suspension for: 


Lipgens. York went on to say: 

"The lack of specific intent is 
ludicrous when you consider that Ron 
Charles, who used to be on the Berkeley 
Police Force, has told how they had 
pictures of me that they passed around, 
saying ‘look out for this guy, he's a real 
trouble-maker... get him. And when 
they saw me on the street, they used my 
name and said ‘all right, priest, start 
running.” 


“Му injuries)? York continued, 
“included six stitches on my head, a real 
live concussion with loss of short term 
memory for a full month afterwards, and 
deep gashes on my head and elbow. I 
wouldn't call them minor. 

"...And the civil suit is the same 
excuse that the City Manager and the 
Grand Jury used for not doing anything. 
In a case like this, all you can do is sue, 
because nobody else is going to do 
anything." 

Despite the absence of the Justice 
Department, both York and Mal 
Burnstein feel that the case is a good one, 
with three eyewitnesses, all of whom will 
testify that Dick and Melinda were 
virtually alone on the corner that the pigs 
claim was sheltering a large crowd, which 
they ordered to disperse. They did, in 
fact, order Dick and Melinda to disperse, 
but when they ran, chased after them and 
beat them. 

“How do you ‘disperse as ordered’ 
except by running like hell, like I was 
doing?” asked York rhetorically. 

Two of the pigs, Lipgens and 
Bruiniers, who has quit an; entered 
Hastings Law School, had been an 
infamous pair in Berkeley, responsible for 
the beating of Telly store owner Peter 
Neufeldt last year as well as other 
instances. Two reprimands and a three 
day suspension for these pigs who have 
this history of disregard for our rights is 
nowhere near the justice they deserve. 


For those of you who might have 
looked for my column last week, it 
wasn’t here!

Ansley Dunbar, (he use to play 
with John Mayall) is the drummer and 
George Duke, “virtuoso non pareil" is the 
pianist. There are also a bassist (he's one 
of the best I've heard) and an organist in 
the group. 

I must admit that I’m not very familiar 
with the material of the Mothers, but 
what I heard I liked very much. The 
music they played that night might best 
be described as musically complex rock 
sonatas, with Zappa, on guitar, and Duke, 
on piano, playing intermezzos together 
and individually within the sonatas. The 
two singers did everything from a spoof 
оп the TV cowboy Paladin, to a magic 
trick which involved one sticking a sword 
through the neck of the other. Much of 
the singing those two do is done in 
falsetto voice and with Zappa adding a 
third; there were times when their 
harmony was simply beautiful. 


At the end of the performance the 
audience clapped and stomped for an 
encore. The group came back {0 do one, 
but in the process one of the amps broke 
down causing a delay. Some guy in the 
audience sarcastically yelled out, “Come 
on you mothers.” Zappa heard him, he 
walked over to the microphone like a 
stupid junior high school kid with his 
pants slightly flooded and his hair 
greased, and in his weakest comical voice 
said, “Lighten up." The whole scene was 
priceless. Good show. 

Alice Stuart (remember her?) has a 
new group intitled Alice Stuart and the 
Toylettes. They were at the Babylon with 
Commander Cody Sunday night but I got 
there seconds too late to see them. 
Several people, including Dave the owner, 
told me they’d never seen them before 
but they really liked them. I hope they 
get a chance to play there or elsewhere 


__ ssagain soon because I'd really like to see 
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‘them, By the way, Alice has а new album 

coming out їй a couple of weeks on the 
Fantasy label.

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Last Friday we rapped with Tony 
Martinez, one of the Los Siete brothers 
who are now out on the street and back 
in their community after eighteen months 
inthe San FranciscoCity Jail . . . 


TRIBE: How did you develop as a 
collective unit in jail? 

TONY: Well, from the time we were first 
busted it was a thing of all of us working 
as a collective. Some of us had been 
politically active before this happened so 
we realized that we would fail if we 
didn't stick together. We decided right 
away to work as a collective, to start 
getting lawyers, and those of us who had 
been working actively in the community, 
like myself and my brother, started 
getting in touch with people that we 
knew. 

While we were in jail our convictions 
were fortified — the things that we knew 
about the man, the things that we knew 
about the system, became even more real 
because we had to deal with them every 
day. Like we talk about police brutality, 
and we see it in the streets and we'd seen 
it before, but it’s a different thing dealing 
with the man in the blue here on the 
street and dealing with the guy in the 
white shirt and tie downtown who has a 
lot more power than the pig in the street. 

You begin to realize many more things 

in jail. We all have changed. The 
community has become more radical, our 
parents have become more radical, we 
ourselves have become more radical. 
Dealing directly with the man, all the 
time that we spent there, gave us an 
orientation of things that we want to see 
done, things that we want to be active in. 
TRIBE: How has your trial affected the 
community? 
TONY: The level of awareness in the 
community is so high now compared to 
eighteen months ago. Before this whole 
thing happened you had only the usual 
Federal programs, like the EOC, which 
you still have today, but the community 
as a whole, banded collectively, has begun 
to realize the corruptness of these 
programs, the соггиріпеѕѕ of these 
puppets who are, taking advantage of the 
people they аге supposed to be 
representing. 

Our case has given our people a 
rallying point, established a base and now 
we can move on to other things. 
Although for years many Chicanos were 
shot down and there has been a lot of 
brutality in the Barrios, people couldn't 
really believe it. Because of the language 
barrier, among other things, Chicanos 
would just go home and keep it to 
themselves. They have nobody to tell it 
to. But this case has highlighted those 
problems, and even better, it has shown 
that we are able to do something about it. 

It's incredible just to have people 
thinking the way they think now. Ideas 
are so necessary to build that sense of 
community, even if many times they are 
not followed up by action. People realize 
it is politically that we must strive, that 
we have no political power in this 
country. 

A case like ours can only be compared 
to the case of Tijerina in New Mexico, 
which really brought the people together, 
too. Cesar Chavez of course has made a 
great impact tooand has helped our people 
a lot, but sort of in a different field. This 
case has given our people a base from 
which to move politically; since Tijerina 
is now in jail it has come at an important 


time. This decade, the 1970's, is going to 
be a decade when our people are going to 
move a lot, going to move forward. And I 
feel that our case has helped to provide a 
base for that movement. 

TRIBE: Can you tell us about conditions 
in jail for those eighteen months, about 
your relations with the other prisoners? 
TONY: Well jail is... you know, 
conditions are so bad, it's incredible to 
think that human beings can treat other 
human beings that way. It’s sickening. 
Matter of fact, I was telling a brother here 
that at times like this when you have 
achievéd a great victory you can't help 
but feel bad thinking of all the many 
people who are left behind in those same 
conditions because they were born the 
‘wrong’ color or the ‘wrong’ way of 
thinking. 

Most of the time they kept us isolated. 
They kept us away from the main 
population of the jail so that we couldn't 
rap with them. For the past seven or eight 
months they kept us in a section called 
"D Section” where there are only 
seventeen two-man cells, and you can rap 
to people only by screaming down the 
cell block. When we went to visits and 
things we could talk to the other people, 
and the whole jail was behind us. Every 
little thing that happened in our case, 
they'd be asking about. And we'd talk 
about the issues on the outside. So we got 
to rap to a lot of people. 

The main thing that I dug was talking 
to a lot of ex-cons who have spent a lot 
of time in penitentiaries. When you talk 
to these people you realize that if 
anything these are the people who have 
been most oppressed in this country. 
These are people who have to deal with 
the man day in and day out. Their whole 
lives are controlled like the system is 
pulling little strings and they have to 
move here and go to work there. 

Bv getting out we have moved from 
maximum security to minimum security, 
but they are stuck there in maximum 
security, in isolation, their whole lives. 
Their ideas about the movement are 
fascinating. Like sometimes the guards 
will get down on "hippies" and start 
talking about “those fucking punks” but 
the ex-cons, they have so much time on 
their hands they are able to analyze all 
these things, and they stick up for the 
people in the movement, and they really 
want the movement to succeed. 

You hear the wardens of the different 
prisons talking | about how| there's no 
politics involved in the penitentiaries, but 
that's a lot of bullshit. Most of the 
ex-cons, they just can't wait for the 
revolution. 

TRIBE: Did you feel that there was any 
difference between how the brown and 
black and white prisoners related to your 
case, or was there mostly a feeling of 
solidarity? 

TONY: Oh, it was just solidarity all 
around. Not 100% of course, but just 
about everybody I met talked to us, 
hoped for the best and really wanted us 
to get out. They really understood the 
issues involved, they understood what 
was happening. 

So many white kids are going to jail all 
the time, and a whole lot of white people 
in jail have nobody, nobody they can 
even look up to. They’re between the 
wall and the spade. You find that a lot of 
the black people, young and old, in the 
prison, always look up to the Black 
Panthers. They have their heroes, their 


leaders, which they can look up to. The 
chicanos, too, have organizations they 
can look up to. 

But when you come to the white 
prisoners, you find that they’re aware 
they’re being oppressed by the system. 
Therefore they push for the liberation of 
all people, yet they have nobody they can 
really turn to, to say these people can 
help us here, these people are pushing 
ideas that we’re thinking about. I don’t 
know if white radicals have thought 
about this, if they have experienced it. 
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It’s just one impression I had in jail, that I 
got from talking to people who were 
really hoping that Га get out. They are 
really able to understand our struggle, 
and yet not able to say anything about 
theirs. I think there's energy and a lot of 
potential in those people, potential that 
we can use. 

TRIBE: You were there in the city jail on 
the first day of the Folsom prison strike, 
did people hear about it and what were 
people saying? 


Tony: Everybody was behind it, too, A 
lot of the ex-cons, too, they've been to 
Folsom, and they're hoping something 
gets done, you know. And they talk 
about these ghings. Guys that have done a 
lot of time, 10, 15, 20 years, they talk 


about the changes, political changes that 
have been made in the prisons, like before 
how black guys would be fighting against 
the white guys or the chicanos. Now 
slowly but surely everybody's been 
getting together in a political war, which 
is amazing. 

TRIBE: How do you feel white people 
have related to your case? 

TONY: Some white people came in to 
help with our case, mainly white radicals, 
who had a genuine commitment to help 
us. On the whole, though, 1 feel 
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dissatisfied, that not enough cooperation 
has been put into it, to build strong 
relations between white people and brown 
people. 

We're shadows in this country. At least 
with black people, white society now 
talks about their problems, Many times 
you don't do anything about them, but 
just the mere fact that you talk about 
them means you have to admit that 
they're there, whether you want to or 
not, But you find that white people don't 
talk about our problems, they don't 
know WHO we are, they can't understand 
our culture — it's like we're shadows. 


I can see that it's getting better, I 
think we've moved to an awareness 
period, where white people are seriously 
starting to consider our position in this 
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country. But I just don't think it's going 
fast enough. 
The white idea of the revolution of 
oppressed people is very limited. White 
activists haven't come down and seen life 
in the barrios, how people function in the 
barrios. 

I think it's very necessary for brown 
people | to build а strong organization 
which whites can look to and accept (its 
program and leaders as a whole) We're 
slowly getting to that point, and in a few 
years we'll have that. 


TRIBE: In the last 18 months there've 
been a lot of heavy changes in the white 
movement, especially around the 
struggles of women and gay people. Were 
you able to relate to these things in jail? 
TONY: I could relate to the struggle of 
women in only a limited manner because 
the platform of these people came into 
the jail as kind of isolated, and I didn’t 
know everything that was involved in it. 
But you see a lot of gay people in jail, and 
you see how the system treats them as 
the lowest, at the bottom of everything. 
So I could relate to it because I was able 
to see it myself. 

The level of awareness of gay prisoners 
was very high, especially the younger 
ones. They know who they are and they 
want to do, always pushing for 
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acceptance. The older ones are just aware 
of their gayness, but the younger ones 
talk about power to the people, about 
moving in a political manner, which I 
think is good. 

TRIBE: How do you find people in the 
barrios relating to the issues of women's 
liberation and gay liberation? 

TONY: A lot of people in the barrio are 
looking at these struggles as secondary. 
The'conditions that brown people live in 
are so bad that once they become 
political, their priority is to liberate their 


people as brown people. Of course it's 
bad to talk about oppression in degrees 
because oppression is oppression, period; 
and I think that we will be able to deal 
with it more in the future and accept it as 
another factor in the struggle as a whole. 
TRIBE: Have you noticed any change in 
the attitude of people in the barrio 
towards women and gay people since you 
got out? 

TONY: Towards women, yes. I can’t say 
that there has been a real change in the 
attitude toward gays, but there has been a 
real change with women. In the barrio 
brown people have always had the idea of 
leaving the woman at home to do the 
work. Coming back out onto the streets 
now, I find that this has changed a lot. 
Women are becoming more active in 
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politics, more active in the struggle. І 
think that more of this will happen 
because, slowly, the ideas are changing, 
the perspective of people is broadening. 
TRIBE: I was wondering if there is 
lanything happening in the community 
here dealing with the Panthers — the 
People's Covention? 

TONY: I haven't heard anything about 
the convention. But the participation of 
the Black Panthers in our community has 
"been strong. They were the first people to 
come in and help us, financially and 


morally. They have kept with us all 
throughout this long struggle. Before 
Bobby Seale got arrested, busted for 
Connecticut, he was very active with us, 
trying to help organize, because he had 
the experience, so that we have a lot to 
be grateful for. 

When our case came down, and when 
the Panthers came in to help us, this was 
a great thing. It unified us (brown people 
and black people) even more, because of 
the militancy involved. It wasn't the 
Panthers coming to talk to moderate 
chicanos, it was the Panthers coming to 
talk to people who wanted to do 
something. So this brought the militant 
people together. Before this thing 
happened, the Brown Berets and the 
Black Panthers didn't really have any

communication going. The relationship 
has gotten tighter, and T think it's going 
to move ahead faster and tighter than the 
relations between brown people and 
white people. 

TRIBE: Do you feel that the people have 
definitively taken the offensive — that the 
turning point has been reached? 

TONY: No, I don't think it has been 
reached yet. I think at this point the 
struggle is confused. People that have the 
resources, for example the Weathermen, 
are able to do these things, and many 
times they get away with it. If we're 
talking about armed struggle moving as a 
collective, then we're talking about all 
oppressed people, black, brown and white 
people, being really on the offensive, and 
I don't think the black people and the 
brown people are on the offensive as yet. 
I don't think the turning point has been 
reached yet. Maybe in the future. 


I think the Weatherman's doing a great 
job, you know. The Weatherman gave up 
a lot of hangups, because they were white 
and rich and had no right in struggling, 
which is a lie, because any human being 
that has any dignity and sees oppression 
must move to try to alleviate that 
oppression, and I think the Weathermen 
are doing something for the people, 
whether people dig them ог not. 
Obviously the white masses of the people 
don't support them, don't agree with 
their ideas or their actions. And I think as 
of this time that's the way it's going to 
remain. Of course many of the white 
people in the movement agree witli their 
ideas and their actions. As of now I can't 
see any other way out of it, but to remain 
at the level where they have to stay by 
themselves, which is what they're doing. 
The communications are so extreme. I 
mean how can you talk to a white middle 
class person about the Weathermen? 
TRIBE: Do you think black and brown 
communities aren't moving on the 
offensive because they have been taking 
the shit for so long that they have to 
build an idea of community defense? 
TONY: A whole lot of people have to 
struggle before any kinds of moves are 
made. | think that as a whole black 
people and brown people are at a point 
where they are working collectively. I 
think black people have got the Black 
Panther Party, which is a strong 
organization in the black community, an 
organization a lot of black people look up 
to. But still, when you're talking about all 
the black people, we have a long way to 
go yet. The same with brown people. This 
has kept them from going on the 
offensive. I don't know if we'll ever get to 
that point. I think we just have to raise 
issues of self-defense, which is what the 
Black Panthers have done. This will unify 
the people more than anything else. 
TRIBE: Do you feel that the 
revolutionary movement in this country 
is going to pick up a mass white base? 
TONY: I think that white people are so 
tied down in the system, their security, 
the symbols of their security, they don't 
want to lose any of their material things, 
so of course this puts them on the 
defensive all the time. I think it will grow, 
maybe not to the size that it may amount 
to in the case of black people or brown 
people working collectively, young and 
old, but it will grow a little bigger. At this 
time so many more white people are 
aware. It used to be so limited. It's far 
from being a real mass, but you can see 
the advancement of people, and of course 
things change all the time, so I think the 
mass of the white people will grow. 
TRIBE: Do you think it’s likely that the 
6 of you are going to hang together? 
TONY: I think there’s a very good chance 
that we're all going to stick together, 
work collectively. But that remains to be 
decided, merely because we're just 
coming out of jail right now, we're kind 
of resting up a little. Now that we're 
outside, we're kind of going through a 
period of finding out where everybody's 
at, so we can make decisions. Soon we'll 


have some kind of decision.
